JACKSONVILLE, Fla., Jan. 25.—With

THE FIGHT BY ROUNDS. 


Mitchell Proves a Flffmr In the Hands 


of aOUSBt. 


At hut all tbe technics! prelimi- 


naries so dear to the hearts of veteran 
ring attendants were adjusted to 
everybody's satisfaction, Beferee Kelly 
said: "Get together, boys;" the time 
gong rang out, and the short and des- 
perate light began. 


Round 1. Corbett sprang from his 


corner as if he had suddenly been re- 
leased tram restraint, and Mitchell, in 
a more leisurely manner, walked to 
the center to meet_hlm. They began 


fiddling, Corbett advancing ami Mitch- 
ell giving ground. 
Both men were 


cautiously feeling their way, but all 
the disposition to get together was 
displayed by Corbett. With light ac- 
tion without so much as a feint, Cor- 
bett worked his opponent to the 
ropes and along each side of the 
square, Mitchell cleverly escaping from 
each corner. After a complete tour of 
the stage Mitchell feinted with his left 
and then led with it for Corbett's ribs, 
but Corbett was not there. In a flash 
Corbett led his left and landed a glanc- 
ing blow on Mitchell's jaw. The En- 
glishman clinched. After the break 
away Mitchell landed on Corbett's 
wind, and got Jim's left on bis nose in 
return. Mitchell then led twice in 
quick succession, but failed eacb time 
to reach the shifty Californian. On 
the third attempt he landed lightly on 
Corbett's wind, but took in pay a bang 
on the nose, which reddened that or- 
gan. Charlie'* nest lead reached Jim's 
jaw, but only lightly, and again the 
Englishman took another hard one In 
the face that jolted him. "Time." 


This round had done enough to make 


Charlie take a more serious view of the 
situation, and before the round was 
over Corbett was laughing at his op- 
ponent. Jim was readier and rather 
nicer in obeying the referee's instruc- 
tions to break away. 


Bvnnd 2. Corbett's eyes, while he 


was in his corner, were on the bell-rope, 
and the instant he saw it pulled he 
jumped up and was in the middle of 
ring when the gong sounded. Work 
was resumed by Mitchell landing with 
his left and catching Jim squarely on 
the mouth. Then for the first and only 
time he tried forcing the fight, but 
his blows fell short, and u little 
aggressive work seemed to discour- 
age him. Corbett again resumed the 
offensive and soon had Mitchell in a 
corner, where he landed his left heav- 
ily on tbe mouth. There was a brisk 
rally in which Mitchell received some 
stiff punches in the neck, and cleverly 
dodged a right swing. Toward the 
close of the round Corbett had worked 
Charlie to the ropes where, after a 
mix-up, he landed a straight left drive 
on Charlie's left temple and dropped 
him. 
At this point Corbett utterly 


lost his head. If it had not been for 
Beferee Kelly's heavily 
restraining 


hand he would then and there have 
lost the fight on a foul. He was fran- 
tic to get at his man and finish him, 
actually struggling with the big ref- 
eree to dash at Mitchell every time the 
Englishman got up on one knee. The 
gong sounded, and the end of the fight 
was delayed by "Time."

A TRIPLE TRAGEDY. 


A Wife Shoots Her Huibaod 


Through the Head, 


MURDERS HER CHILD IK ITS CRADLE 


And Then Fires a Shot Into Her Own 


Brains—She wss Insane, but Had 


Been Considered to be En. 


tlroly Harmless. 


AUBUHN, N. Y., Jan. 35.—A triple 


tragedy was enacted here this evening1, 
in which a wife murdered her husband 
by shooting a bullet though bis heart, 
firing a bullet through the body of her 
9-months infant, and a third into her 
own brain. The mother and child are 
still living, but will die before morn- 
ing. The husband was killed instant- 
ly 
His name is Emil Keller, a native 


of Switzerland, who removed to this 
country about five years ago and 
came to this city within the past two 
years 
Since his stay in this city he 


has been a gardener for Mrs. D. M. Os- 
borne, and has always led a sober, in- 
dustrious life, Bis wife has displayed 
symptoms of insanity for some months 
past, but she has never been considered 
dangerous 
A few weeks ago she was 


taken to the city hospital, and less 
than a week ago she w«,s discharged 
as cured. This evening as her bus- 
band returned from his work he found 
his wife in bed. 
What happened 


thereafter can only be imagined. It 
looks as if he approached the bed to 
speak to his wife when she rose and 
fired a bullet at him which pierced his 
heart 
He had the strength to go to a 


%ide door and call for assistance, when 
he fell back on the floor dead. 


A neighbor who rushed in in response 


to the cry, heard another shot and 
then a third. He dashed into the bed- 
room and discovered the mother's body 
lying across the form of her child as it 
lay in the erib, and both were appar- 
ently dead The alarm was sounded, 
and physicians were summoned., They 
are working over the mother anc^baby, 
without hope of sa<U>g either.
